EASTERN STATUS. 
Washington*, Maioh 2S. — The 
"livening Critic" publishes the follow- 
ing: It was stated at the capitol to-day 
on the authority of (Jen. B. K. Butler 
that the president bad concluded to 
vein the Chinese bill ami that the mat- 
ter would be finally settled al a cabinet 
meeting this p. in. (Jen. Butler, who 
is a warm advocate of tho bill, had a 
long interview with the president last 
night and is quoted as snying to-day 
that he was satisfied from the presid- 
ent's remarks that the bill would be 
vetoed to day or to-morrow. Members 
of the Pai'ilie coast delegation today 
said that they did not believe it 
was true. The president, b is added, 
does not object to restricting immigra- 
tion, but will state to eongre.js that 
the time is excessive and that if con- 
guss will reduce it to ten years he will 
sign the bill. Fapts regarding the con- 
sideration of the Chinese bill in to-day's 
cabinet session are substantially as fol- 
lows: Owing to the amount of time 
consumed in routine matters there was 
very little opportunity for discussing 
the Chinese hill. The president, there- 
fore, adjourned further discus 1 i >n on 
the subject until the next cabinet ses- 
sion. 

Chicauo, March 29. — The "Evening 
Journal's' Pine Bluff, Arkansas, spec- 
ial says Mrs. Ballard, of Lincoln coun- 
ty, after disagreement with her bus 
band took her children aged, 7 and I 
years ami a 1 months' old infant, and 
repaired to a pond near her house where 
she broke the necks of the two infants 
and threw the bodies into the pond and 
drowned herself and the infant.

Sir, — We beg to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your letter of the iSlli inst. stat- 
ing : 

1st. That the resident engineer lias 
been obliged to repeat by letter that pro- 
gress on the dock work has not been has- 
tened, and further remarks that the dock 
cannot he completed by the contract time 
provided tho present rate is continued. 
That the engineer also complains of tho 
inadequacy of men and material now on 
tho works and considers them to bo "cn- 
tirelv disproportionate^ what they should 
be. ' 

2nd. Von draw our attention to getting 
out sandstone, and state that our Mr. 
Robertson promised in July last and on 
tho 3rd inst. to have sandstone quarried 
out without delay and further that there 
is no pretence for delay having notified us 
from time to time to proceed with our 
contract as it stands. 

3rd. That you trust Mr! Robertson's 
promise will be carried cut and that very 
much greater progress on tho works will 
take place otherwise you will be compell- 
ed to enforce those clauses of the contract 
which are provided to meet the causes of 
complaint now existing. 

■1th. Stating that the Board oT Trade 
of the city of Victoria considered it their 
duty to lately call the attention of tho Do- 
minion minister of railways to the slow 
progress we are making; also informing 
us that address containing the allusion 
referred to has been published in the 
newspapers and remarking that it had pro- 
bally been read by us, and further adding 
"1 mention the circumstances to show you 
that the complaints with respect to yoi r 
management of the works are not confin- 
ed to this department but are widespread 
and as I believe almost universal in this 
section of the province." And lastly, re- 
gretting to he obliged to write us in such 
a strain as you would prefer congratulat- 
ing us on the rapid prosecution of the 
work to being compelled 'Mo complain of 
your dilatoriness and repeated breaches 
of your contract.'' 

In reply tve have tho honor to inform 
you: 

1st. That the resident engineer appears 
to have written his report under a great 
misapprehension. It could be scarcely 
possible that he was acquainted with tho 
fact that on the 6th April last negotiations 
were commenced between the provincial 
government and ourselves with a view of 
substituting granite for sandstone and 
brick in the dock anil that up to the pros- 
ont moment we have received no instruc- 
tions as to which material is to be used, 
although we have repeatedly written to 
your department on the subject. 

With regard to the number of men we 
have employed, we beg to state that wo 
engageall wo can obtain andkecpstanding 
advertisements in the newspapers draw- 
ing the attention of workmen to our re- 
quimcnt. We may remark that while la- 
bor is at present very scarce, not only in 
this province but over Ibeentire coast and 
the few men that are obtainable as a rule 
can scarcely be rated as reliable workmen. 
Many of litem work a few days, then leave 
without" warning to |unload ships or- un- 
dertake any other occasional work that 
may oiler. The same difficulty has been 
experienced by the Vale-Savona Railway 
contractors and provided they had been, 
hampered with restrictions against the 
employment of Chinese labor as we are in 
onr contract it is doubtful if a mile of the 
work would have been completed by the 
present date. 

2nd. With regard to ..ur Mr. Robert' 
son having promised on different occasions 
to commence quarrying standstone with- 
out delay we beg to stale thai gentlemen 

informs us that he has no n Ileclion of 

having given any promise to that effect. 
Such an impression probably arose from a 
misinterpretation n! sonic casual verbal 
communication. 

Wo addressed your department on the 
subject of materia! to be used in the con- 
struction of the dock on the 1.1th inst. a 
reply to which we are anxiously awaiting. 
Adverting to the statement that we have 
been notified from time to time to pro- 
ceed with our contract '-as it stands" we 
beg to submit that no such notification 
has reached us since the 0th April, '81. 

3rd. Wo are anxious to push the work 
as rapidly as possible and are doing our 
best to forward the construction of the 
clock and regret that you should have 
thought it necessary to allude to the penal 
clauses in onr contract. Coder the cir- 
cumstances we respectfully submit that in 
adopting such a cause we are scarcely be- 
ing treated with the amount of considera- 
tion we are fairly entitled to, at the same 
time taking into consideration the dis- 
tressing delays that occur in the payment 
of all our certificates. 

•Uh. We read with surprise the allu- 
sion (in the newspapers) to the graving 
dock contract in the address of the Board 
of Trade of the city of Victoria to the 
lion, tho minister of railways, ifcc. Such 
an trjtarU statement appeared to us so en- 
tirely out of the province of tho Board of 
Trade and so manifestly unfair towards 
ourselves that we made ft our business to 
enquire of a number of the members of 
the board how such a statement, came to 
be introduced in tho address. Every mem- 
ber so interrogated denied any knowledge 
of the allusion referred to and was at a 
loss to understand bow if crept into the 
document; admitting at the same time its 
utter unfairness to us as unheard contrac- 
tors. With regard to the Last paragraph 
of your letter wc beg to state that we have 
pushed the work on our contract as quick- 
ly as possible under very disadvantageous 
circumstances, fn the first placo we com- 
menced the work last fall and carried it 
on through an unusually severe winter, 
thereby entailing great outlay and unfor- 
secn expense. Notwithstanding the in- 
clemency of the weather we succeeded in 
getting the work fairly under way by last 
spring, and obtained on the 8th March 
'81 , a certificate for §10,900. This certifi- 
cate after great difficulty and anxious de- 
lays was paid on the 15th .July last; a de- 
tention of over four months. Since 
March great headway has been made with 
the brick and concrete foundations, peir- 
head, &c, Ac, and work has been com- 
menced on the cntranco inverts. Exca- 
vation in rock has also been steadily pro- 
ceeded with. About the 1st of August 
last another certificate was granted us for 
some SH,000 which has not yetbeonpaid. 
Wo respectfully submit that these irregu- 
larities in the payment of the sums due 
us are a serious inconvenience and loss. 

In conclusion we bog to state that we 
are making preparations to proceed with 
the work of placing stone material in tho 
ground with all practicable speed on being 
notified as to the nature of the rock to be 
used in the dock works.

Sir,— Wo have the honor to acknow- 
ledge tho receipt of your letter of the litli 
instant, informing us that our communir a 



tioa of the 21st ultimo, requesting the i«- 
inoval of Mr. Muirwas referred to Mr. lien 
nott, the resident engineer, for his re- 
port, and enclosing an extract from that 
gentleman's reply, and further stating 
that, under the circumstances, you do not 
feel justified in removing Mr. Muir. We 
bog to stato that wo have carefully porsu- 
ed tho extract from Mr. Bennett's report 
on tho subject of tho removal of Mr. 
Muir, and fail to seo in it more than a 
general certificate of steadiness of habits, 
and capability as a machinist. Theso 
qualities we have never disputed that 
Mr. Muir possessed, and on referring to 
our lotter can seo nothing that implied 
anything to the contrary. With regard to 
Air. Muir holding a certificate from tho 
Dominion steam-boat inspector, we were 
awaro that he held audi a document, tho 
foos for procuring the samo having been 
paid by us, some time subsequent to the 
commencement of work on our contract. 
Wo may here stato that on two occasions 
recently tho ongino house was in immi- 
nent danger of destruction by fire, through 
Mr. Muir's gross carelessness, in deposit- 
ing hot cinders in his coal ear, and leav- 
ing it in close proximity to tho engine 
house building. 

On the first occasion, the lire was dis- 
covered by our men, who were working on 
tho night shift, and put out by them, tho 
only damage being the partial charring of 
the car body. 

On the second occasion, during an af- 
ternoon, somo few weeks sinco, the coal 
car was again discovered by our men to be 
on fire, and tho flames had gained such 
headway that it was found necessary to 
carry wa'er and put out tho blaze before 
tho car could be approached and removed 
to a safe distance from tho engino-house. 

Mr. Muir has done some small pieces 
of work for us during the past year all of 
which, as near as we reaiembcyuc enum- 
erated in the extract from Mr. Bennett's 
report above mentioned. Wo fail to see 
how a change of engineei-s Ln this case can 
alleet the safety of tho government ma- 
chinery except for the better protection 
of it, provided some equally competent 
and less careless man tills the position. 
The first engineer employed on the pump- 
ing and other machinery (a Mr. Grant) 
we understand gave every satisfaction, as 
a pratical machinist, but for some cause 
other than incompetency Mr. Muir mi- 
perscded him. 

For the reasons set forth wo consider 
we are making a reasonable request in j 
asking for a further change of engineers. ; 
We submit that as we pay the engineer 
large wages, we arc fairly ontitlcd to his | 
services, during any working hours that | 
he may be unemployed on tho pumps anil 
machinery, nt any reasonable machinist's 
work wo may set him at. We further | 
respectfully submit that as tho appoint- | 
ment of the onginoer is solely in the hands 
of the government, and his wages are paid 
by tho contractors, the latter are entitled 
to consideration. Mr. A. Muir has per- 
sistently treated every resident member 
of our linn discourteously, and also acted 
in such a manner bofom our employees 
as to bring us into contempt, thereby 
breaking up the harmony and good feel- 
ing which should exist between masteis 
and workmen. Mr. Muir has distinctly 
refused, in the presence of our men to 
pay any attention to our reasonable re- 
quests. On being asked (in the presence 
of a number of our workmen) on ono oc- 
casion, if he considered driving a pump- 
ing engine for about ton minutes, in twen- 
ty four hours was a day's work, he re- 
plied, "That is all 1 was hired to do, and 
you had better seo Mr. Bonnett; he is my 
boss," or words to that effect. It cannot 
bo but admitted that when a person is 
requested to perforin any particular work- 
there is a cheerful way of complying with 
such request, and also a disagreeable, and 
dissatisfied mode of Betting about it. Mr. 
Muir has invariably adopted (ho latter 
course, when politely asked to assist us 
during his spare time; and in fact any lit- 
tle, thing he has done has been perform- 
ed as if he had no connection with us di- 
rectly or indirectly, and that ho was be- 
ing thoroughly overworked and imposed 
upon. 

Mr. Muir furthermore has made a prac- 
tice of talking about our business affairs 
with visitors, and others, clearly showing 
that ho has more .leisure time on his hands 
than'is beneficial, and that his feelings 
are antagonistic to our interests. Wo re- 
gret having to make the above remarks 
concerning Mr. Muir, and had hoped that 
the reasons set forth in our lotter, of the 
31st August last would havo been suffi- 
cient to have justified you in complying 
with our request. 

Pending a final settlement of this, to us, 
vexatious question, wo notified Mr. Muir 
on the 10th instant that we only consid- 
ered ourselves liablo for his wages at the 
rate of $2 50 per working clay of ten 
hours. We havo therefore to request un- 
der the circumstances, that you will be 
good enough to reconsider your decision 
on this matter, and accede to tho request 
convoyed in our letter of the 31st ultimo, 
and removo Mr. Mtjir from his position 
as engineer. .

granite for sandstone [and brick on the 
dock work, yet at tho same time privately 
condemning fiucli an alteration. 

Being so firmly convinced of tho inex- 
pediency of using Bandstono in tho dock, 
after the discovery of first class granite, 
within a reasonable distance of Ksquimalt 
l a 'hour. 

I have on many occasions referred to 
tho matter, together with other topics, in 
different verbal communications 1 have 
held with the C. C, but I am unable to 
fix the dates orplaces of occurrence With 
regards to the 0. C's. visit to the works, 
on the 5th of this month, and the conver- 
sation that then took place between ns, 
the majority of the remarks, as near as T 
remember, were to tho effect, that it 
would appear advisable to invite Mr. W. 
Bennett's assistance on conducting the 
work, as that gentleman had experienco 
(ollcctodfrom t he personal superintendence 
of twenty graving docks. The conversa- 
tion also turned to the question of tho 
scarcity of white labour in this Province 
and other general subjects. During tho 
entire conversation, which lasted, say, 15 
minutes, there wits no impression convey- 
ed to my mi ud that the C. C. had informed 
the dock contractors through me that 
the government had finally decidodto use 
sandstono und-brick in the dock works.

1st. That there is no foundation what- 
ever for the statement made in the report 
lately presented by Mr. Wilson, chairman 
of the committee, that Mr. Heaven sup- 
pressed a part of the correspondence from 
Mr. Sproat, stating that further cement 
than what had been ordered would be re- 
flit i red. 

.nil. Thai the engineers by their re- 
pent in October, 1874, made after a per- 
sonal inspection of the dock site by Mr. 
Morris, estimated the total cm! of tho 
present dock at £100,000. 

3rd. That the engineers decided that 
the cement which had been purchased in 
the first place for a dock intended to have 
been constructed by the Province with 
Dominion aid, should be turned into and 
used in the construction of the present 
dock, which was undertaken on a promise 
from the Imperial government to give 
ITiO.OOO towards it.

Mr. Smitho— Very truo; but the mat- 
ter was entirely in the hands of the chief 
commissioner and attorney-general. All 
the provincial socrctary had to do was to 
forward the dispatches upon the informa- 
tion furnished by the chief commissioner. 
The matter was never discussed in exocu 
tive council at all. If a man went to 
build a house w ould he not ask how many 
bricks would be necessary to complete it ! 
But here was a government that foolishly 
imagined that 650 tons of cement were all i 
that were necessary lo complete the dock. 
In Mr. Heaven's report, dated 30th Nov., 
1875, Mr. Beaven made no reference to 
tho facts contained in Mr. Sprpat's letter 
relating to additional cement being re- 
quired. If ho had then t his crushing 
weight would not have been imposed 
upon the province.

The 25th July, 1874, Was the House 
aware that tho cement now being put in- 
to the dock only stood 400 or 500 tensile 
strain and that some of it stood 1270 
pounds in 1874. The estimate of Kinipplo 
of the 5000 tons required to complete the 
dock was taied upon the belief that tho 
cement would stand the required strain of 
< Cpounds. Seven or eight years ago 
the opposition condemned the purchase of 
tho cement and to save the government 
tho chief commissioner of lands and works 
SUPPRESSED this correspondence. He 
(Mr. Smitho) had shown the purchase of 
the cement was a mistake; that it was 
eaten up by storage and interest 
and, as the committee's report states, tlie 
province had lost more than the first cost 
through the purchase. Mr. Bennett had 
not been a servant of Kinipplo cc Morris 
since July, 1879; he had not received a 
provincial appointment and had never re- 
ceived any written instructions from the 
provincial government. He had no stiitx* 
and the payment of his salary for nearly 
three years was illegal. The committee 
had a. perfect right to assume that Mr. 
Beaven and Mr. Walkem know more co- 
ment was necessary. The premier had 
brought, into the committee room a port- 
folio which ho said contained ALL Mr. 
Sproat 'a letters and they were at tho ser- 
vice of the committee. He afterwards said 
he had asked Mr. Bennett to make a col- 
lection of Mr. Sprout's letters; this Mr.

It was 
unfair to go back to a period when there 
were no plans. It was known when the 
ceinont came into the province that it 
was intended for the seawall. Everyone 
knew it. [Mr. Smithe — No.J The hon. 
gentleman has forgotten it and has led 
the hon. gentleman for New Westminster 
adrift. The thing was notorious. [Mr. 
Smithe — No, no. ] It was untruthful to 
say that he (Mr. Beaven) had suppressed 
portions of Mr. Sproat 's letters. If he 
had printed everything there would have 
been no room for anything else. But ho 
know instances where tho hon. gentlemen 
opposite had not brought down all the 
documents asked for by tho House. 
The statement of suppression was 
most unfair. Mr. Vernon wrote to Kin- 
ipplo ct Morris acknowledging the reccqt 
of plans, etc., for the dock, and ho went 
before the committee tlie other day and 
said he had never received them at all. 
Mr. Bennett was an employ*? of K. & M., 
and every voucher was signed by Mr. 
Bennett for K. cc-M. under an agreement 
made in 1875. Mr. Bennett's engage- 
ment did not, terminate in 1870. He 
then read the agreomont betweeu K. & 
M. and the resident engineer. It was 
obvious that the resident engineer's ser- 
vices would not terminate till the comple- 
tion of the dock and it was notorious that 
die dock was not completed yet. [Hear, 
hear, from Mr. Walkem.] With rofer- 
eence to section 9 he said that lie had 
never been asked as to whether he had 
told Mr. Bennett what was in Mr. Sproat 's 
letter. He acknowledged that some one 
was to blame. The real question was as 
to how the dock would bo completed with 
a3 little expense as possible to the pro- 
vince. (Applause.) Mr. Sproat's letter 
was not placed before Mr. Bonnett, nei- 
ther was it necessary that it, should have 
been. He contended that, it was the duty 
of die attorney-general to correct any 
condition in the plans and specifications 
that conflicted with the statutes, and he , 
would have been very remiss had he not 
done so. Mr. Bennett was informed that 
the original cement was ordered for the 
sea wall and cofferdam and not for tho 
main dock. He very well recollected 
that Mr. Bennett as a matter of extra 
precaution had recommended 100 tons ex- 
tra in case of springs in the foundation of 
tho dock. He asked Mr. B. on one occa- 
sion if he had calculated the total amount 
of cement required, to which he replied 
ho had not. No one could blame fhe 
government for the mistakes of tho resi- 
dent engineer; it would be preposterous 
to do so. No one would have blamed 
Mr. Vernon if he had fallen into the same 
error. The resident engineer and the 
enginoers-in-chief were responsible for all 
that had occurred, and not the govern- 
ment who employed them. He then pro-
